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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: Claim 17 requires that "the fillet portion includes a surface 
roughness and pattern that is characteristic of an interstitial film surface roughness 
and pattern" (emphasis added). The specification does not disclose such an 
embodiment. Additionally, claim 18 requires that the interstitial film surface roughness 
and pattern be derived from a film. The specification only discloses the fillet film surface 
roughness being derived from a tacky film. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 17-19 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Admitted Prior Art, henceforth referred to as APA. 

Regarding claim 17, APA teaches a chip package (Figs. 2A - 2B, for example) 
comprising: 

a die (12); 

a mounting substrate (14); 
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an electrical connection (16) disposed between the mounting substrate and the 

die; 

a cured underfill material (18) including a fillet portion (22) and an interstitial 
portion (24) disposed between the die and the mounting substrate, wherein the fillet 
portion includes a surface roughness and pattern that is characteristic of an interstitial 
(fillet) film surface roughness and pattern, and wherein the fillet portion exhibits a 
symmetrical rectilinear footprint on the mounting substrate. 

Regarding claim 18, this is considered a product-by-process limitation. "Even 
though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a 
product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by- 
process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is 
unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

Regarding claim 19, APA teaches a chip package, wherein the fillet portion 
exhibits a single-stage solidification profile in cross section. 

Regarding claim 22, APA teaches a chip package, wherein the electrical 
connection is a ball grid array. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over APA. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 

invention was made to manufacture the fillet portion such that it has a concave 
curvelinear cross-sectional profile, since this shape often is a result of the process 
taught by APA and it is known in the art to be a reliable and mechanically sound shape 
for the fillet portion. Moreover, it has been held that the configuration of the shape was 
a matter of choice, which a person of ordinary skill in the art would have found obvious 
absent persuasive evidence that the particular configuration of the claimed container 
was significant. In re Da/fey, 357 F.2d 669, 149 USPQ 47 (CCPA 1966). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 17 - 19, 21 and 22 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
